Do they 
admoniſh ſuch as arc negligent \ and it they reform not ) 
prelcnt them to the Ordinary ? 

Do they againſt every Communion appointed in your 
Church or Chappel, provide a ſufficicar quantity of fine 
White bread and of good Wine according to the num- 
ber of Communicants? And do they or orher fit per- 
ſons appointed for that purpoſe, whillt the prieſt 1s read- 
ing the Sentcnccs for the Offertory, gather and receive 
the Alms for the poor, and other devotions of thc 
people in a decent Baſin, ro be provided by the Pariſh, 
and bring it to the Pricſt, who ſhall humbly pretent and 
place it upon the Table? Arc ſuch Alms di{poſed of to 
pious and Charitable uſes as the Miniſter and Church- 
Wardens ſhall chink fit, otherwite as the Ordinary ſhall 
appoint ? 

Do they cauſe 'all Strangers that Preach in vour 
Church or Chappel tro ſubſcribe their Names the {ame 
day in a Book provided for that purpoſe - Togcther 
with the Name of the Biſhop that Lycenled rhcm to 
Preach in his Dioceſs * And do they permit none other 
to Preach 2 

Are there any Deceaſed in your Pariſh whoſe Laſt 
Wills and Teftaments have not been yet proved 7 Or 
it they dyed Inteſtate, who hath Adminiſtred upon 
their ;goods ? And by what Authority ? Whether have 
the Commiſiaty, Official, or any othcr Judge of your 
Peculiar Juriſdiction ſince the 24th. dav of March Izit 


paſt; proved any Wills or Teſtaments, granted any Ad- 


miniſtration: of any perſons Goods dying Inteſtate » Com- 
mit.cd anv Tuition of Infants or Minors, or exerciſed 
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any other kind of Ecclefiatical Jurifdiftion within the 
laid Peculiar ? It lo, you are to preſent the ſame, ir 
being derogatory to His Graces Viſtation > Do you know 
atty other marter or crime of Eccletiaſtical cognizance 
fit ro be reformed, which is not here ' expreſt, or In- 
quired of in rhele Articles * You ought likewiſe to pre- 
{cnt the ſame.

He Church-wardens and Side-men of every Pariſh after 
K they have receiv'd a Copy of theſe Articles, are to call 
in the Aſſitance of their Miniſter and with him to read them 
over Carefully and Dehiberately ; and then to examin the State 
of their Pariſh as to all the things that are there Tnginred of. 
Such particulars as upon this Examination they ſhall find to be 
amiſs and to need reforming ; they are to ſet down in writerng 
together with the Names of the Offenders, and this without 
Fear or Favour, minding only the Glory of God and the good 
of his Church. Which account or treſentment ſo written they 
are to bring to the Viſitation and deliver up under their Hands 
and upon their Qaths. 

The Reftor, Vicar, or Curate, of every Pariſh may joyn with 
the Church-Wardens and Side-men in jrefenting Offences ; and 
in caſe the Church-wardens neg/et or refuſe to do their Duty 
in this matter they may preſent alone, and it will become them 
fo to do, as being chiefly intriſted with the care of reforming
